Now, I am not a lawyer, and at this moment I am not quite clear 

in what way we can enforce the first two demands. However. I know 
that with the citv administration in our power, wavs am! mean's will lie 
found to enforce .them, if the rommon sense and self-inte'est of the 
company should not be reasonable cnotiRli to itiduce it to coo-plv with 
these demands.

Moreover, I do know that according to the decision of the su¬ 
preme courts of several states the police powers of the city are suffi¬ 
cient to compel the company to have lifting jacks, air brakes vesti¬ 
bules. fenders, and to do away with flat wheels. And we should hate 
to arrest a great and Rood man like John I. Beggs as often as the law 
vvould permit because his ears arc a menace to the lives and limbs of 
the people. But it will be done if it has to he done. 

The health dqjarlntem also now has power enough under the 
supreme court decisions rendered in manv states to enforce clean cars 
artd gcHKi vxntilation. And there also we should hate to arre-f a 
great and g.KKi man, like John I. Beggs. heeatisc he is causing a mihlic 
nuisance and danger to the health of the peoide.

The labor unions, by them own I 
methods alone, can never put an j 
end to the capitalist ex|)Ioitation of 
labor. thouKh thev ran and do con-, 
siderably retiucc its intensity and 
its evil effects. Xo matter how: 
stronc the union, if it should dc-1 
niand for the workers in anv indus¬ 
try the full value of tlu:r t>ro<luct. 
the employer-, would resp<jnd by 
closing them works indefinitely, be- 
rause to Rrant the demand would 
lie to surrender their existence as 
capitalists; the capitalists could co 
without profits much loiiKcr titan 
the workers could Ro without 
waRfs, 

While rccoRniziiiR this limitation 
we must also recoRiiire that the la- 
beir unions, even within tlic scoi>e of 
their ordinary niethosls. arc waRiiiR 
the class stniRRlc and itlay an im¬ 
portant jtart in the revolnlionarv 
movenient of the workiiiR cla-s.
